There will be no loss of any ac- I 
count in burning the dead grass on 
meadows; the ashes left are of more 
Immediate use than the dry grass 
would be. 

The cities depend upon the farms. 
The country could get along, after a 
fashion, without the cities, but the 
cities would he ruined if the rural 
districts were ruined. 

Although the people of the cities 
do not realize it, our basic industry is 
still agriculture and so it will remaip 
as long aB people must he clothed and 

fed. 

Light Brahmas are big boned and 
carry good flesh, and are most satis- 
factory for the production of large 
roasting chickens, being used exten- 
sively, both pure bred and as a cross, 
to produce the famous “soft roaster" 
of the Boston market. 

The parsnip usually puts its roots 
down more deeply than any other of 
the esculent roots. It needs a rich 
soil. If the subsoil has not been en- 
riched it should be pulverized with a 
subsoil plow and not brought to the 
surface. 

It is not so generally appreciated as 
It should be that the breeding sow 
while she is bearing her young needs 
just the kind of nutrition that the 
growing pig will require. Sows fed 
heavily on corn fatten, and bring 
thin, stunted pigs, with very little 
ability to care for themselves. 

The Parandra borer is one of sev- 
eral species of borers from which 
trees are in very little danger of in- 
jury. so long as they are kept in 
sound and vigorous condition. These 
borers enter the wood from dead or 
decaying places on the surface, and 
are probably never found in trees 
whose trunks and larger branches are 
entirely covered with healthy bark. 

After January 1 it is not economical 
to purchase fowls, as breeders will 
have their pens mated for the sea- 
son and will not take out good birds 
unless they can secure a high price 
for them. In the spring the start is 
best made with eggs or baby chicks. 
If eggs are the choice purchase one 
or more sittings and as many broody 
hens: the latter can he secured of 
farmers or poultry keepers, who are 
usually glad to get rid of them at a 
pmall advance over the price of mar- 
ket poultry. 

No incubator, no matter how scien- 
tifically constructed, can run Itself 
with no assistance from the operator. 
It can not supply moisture just when 
needed, and if the flame and ther- 
mostat are not properly regulated, 
they can not supply the proper heat', 
nor can they keep heat at an even de- 
gree if great temperature changes are 
fored upon the machine if possible, 
operate incubators in well-ventilated 
cellars, but if no cellar is available, 
select a room wherein temperature 
changes may he kept at a minimum. 


The Colder Hemisphere. 

I»r. George C. Simpson of the Italian 
meteorologlcnl service at Simln. In In- 
dia. who assorted t lint the southern 
hemisphere is much colder than the 
northern, gives In the Scientific Amer- 
ican the reasons on which lie liases Ids 
opinion. The air is warmed not l»y the 
rays of the sun, which simply pass 
through it, hut by the earth, which alt- 
sorbs the rays. Now. In the northern 
hemisphere there Is much land to absorb 
tlie energy of the sun and to give heat 
to the air. In the southern hemisphere 
there is much less land, and nil the 
land within the antarctic circle is per- 
manently covered with ice. which forms 
a virtually |s?rfect reflector nttd which 
sends back Into space most of the solar 
energy that falls upon it. Five mil- 
lion square miles of ilte earth's surface 
In the southern hemisphere reflect Into 
space a large part of t ho energy re- 
ceived from the suit — a fact that In It- 
self is enough to account for a consid- 
erable difference in temperature.

Travel Sketch. 

Home time ago wc published an article 
on the travel trip of Bradford Hawe* to 
the raclflc and elsewhere. Many people 
were Interested in It and asked for more 
and In response to many requests we re- 
sume the story. 

My Dear Brother, 

When I left home the latter part of last 
July for a trip to the Pacific coast I ex- 
pected I should write three or four letters 
to you during my absence. As the time 
was so filled, I did not live up to my ex- 
pectation and did not get a letter started 
to you until I arrived In Minneapolis on 
my homeward way. The story of the 
journey, as recorded In that letter took its 
no farther than the Colorado Canyon. 

There were two places In particular 
that I had always hoped to sec before I 
passed the Great Divide. One was the 
Yellowstone Park and the othet, the 
Grand Canyon. With the Itinerary I had 
arranged for my trip It did not seem 
practicable to take In the former and so I 
settled upon the Canyon. This Is reached 
by a branch track of the Santa Fe road 
from Williams. 

Our long train with two heavy engines 
was to divide at Gallup ; the first section of 
the train to take the road to the Canyon 
and thesecond, to continue ottthemaln line. 
Being In a car behind where the break 
was to be made, those of us who were 
booked for the Canyon were directed to 
take the second car forward at Gallup. 
It was ten o’clock In the evening when 
we arrived at this station, which Is about 
five hours’ ride east of Williams where 
the tracks diverge. I was soon In my 
berth and asleep. 

We had Ween travelling forty-sight 
hours without any abrupt changes c ther 
direction or In grade. I was awakened 
about two o’clock by violent lurching of 
the car. My first Impression was that 
we were on a steep down-grade and that 
the engine w as running wild. We would 
make a sharp up-grade and almost Im- 
mediately, an equally sharp descent. 
The car would make a sharp turn to the 
right and then by a violent jerk we would 
be making a turn to the left. In fact, it 
seemed to me that the car was going 
through all the gymastlcs of which a car 
is capable except rolling over on Us back 
After a while, as no one seemed to be 
getting frightened at the situation I con- 
cluded we were doing only what trains 
did every day, and night too, as for that 
matter, and that the A. T. & S. Co. was 
not courting an accident any more than I 
was. 

After about half an hour of thc«e exer- 
cises, as nothing serious seemed likely to 
happeu I went to sleep again. I awoke 
about six-thirty in the morning and fouud 
we were approaching a sparsely wooded 
region, which seemed a relief after cross- 
ing the treeless wastes of the two preced- 
ing days. 

The last ten miles of the run Is through 
a sort of embryo branch Canyon not more 
than fifty feet in depth. This is of no 
especial interest except as It Illustrates 
the process by which these canyons are 
cut through the sandstone formation. A 
few hundred thousand years hence this 
probably will be a well developed canyou 
—perhaps thousands of feet deep We 
reached our destination about half past 
eight, climbed up to the hotel and soon 
after were standing on the brink of the 
vast chasm. 

Here Is where words fail to convey any 
j adequate impression of the sensatiou 
I which takes possess of the beholder. You 
1 look across twelve miles of space, with 
the other side well defined In the distance 
aud w ith a view of about the same dis- 
tance up aud down the chasm. You are 
told that the bottom is a mile below your 
I feet. Two thousand feet of this is a 
sheer precipice, after which the descent 
shelves away more gradually. 

It is at first diillcult to believe that the 
depth is so great, but after a day spent in 
studying it in It various aspects you are 
forced to believe that a mile does not ex- 
aggerate it. The thought that from a 
given point you are looking over two 
huudred square miles of abyss a mile 
deep, is almost staggering and yet this 
represents but a fraction of the great 
chasm, which in its whole length is over 
two hundred miles. 

As 1 stood upon the rim and looked out 
. over the vast expanse, In which are carved 
from the sandstone, lofty piuuacles, huge 
J pinnacles, huge temples, various fantastic 
forms aud great pyramids, some of w hich 
rise as high from the bottom as Mount 
Washington, aud all clothed in harmoui- 
ous aud beautiful colors. With no visible 
cause of it all, I could but ask myself,— 
“By what power has all this been 
wrought'"" The geologists say the I’olo- 
rado river has done it, but front my puiul 
of view their was no river in sight. 

You doubtless remember the readiug ex- 
ercise iu the old American school reader, 
“Ye ice falls — motiouless torrents— silent 
cataracts— who made you glorious ts the 
gales of heaven beneath the keeu full 
tuoou? ‘God !’ the torrents like the shout 
1 of ualious utter, the Ice plains burst aud 
answer — ‘God.’ The sileut suow mass, 
loose-itlug, thuude-rs — *(je»d.’ " As I gazed 
upon tiie woudrous pauotatua before me, 
no voice thuude-red from the mighty depth 
Ha l a hundred tuns of the rim rock fallen 
it would hardly have made au audible 
1 sound w hen it w as dashed to fragments 
far below The geologists answer poiuls 
ouly to the agency. It seemed a» though 
from out the vast silence at my feet, iu 
answer to my query a still, small voice 
arose, “God."

In 
a little time the lee will begin to melt 
from Ihe inside, and after a few mo- 
molds a small cavity will appear, for 
the ice. having expanded in freezing, 
will not take up so much room when 
molted. The cavity, being entirely sur- 
rounded by ice, will be u partial vac- 
uum. filed with tt watery vapor of very 
low pressure. When you have melted 
a large cavity lay tbe glass aside nnd 
let I lie lee «,elt in tbe sun. Turn it 
occasionally so Hint it will be sure to 
melt evenly round tbe cavity. After 
awhile (be cavity will be surrounded 
by a tldn shell of lee. Then, because 
of the great pressure on the outside 
(about fifteen pounds to tbe square 
Inch), the thin walls will suddenly 
collapse, and the ice will fly In all dl 
rectlous,— Youth's Companion.

Travel Sketch. 

An promised l»*t week we continue the 
travel trip of Bradford llffwe* to the i 
Pacific. 

When at Niagara, I new a statement 
that the water panning over the falls wonld 
file the npace of a cubic mile In a week. 
The Colorado Canyon occnplen a npace of 
about two thonnand table mllen, not In- 
cluding the various side canyons. If we 
allow that one half this space Is occupied 
by the formations which ate still left In 
It, which wonld be a large allowance— 
there still remslns a thousaud cubic miles 
of space, which, If the above estimate of 
the waters of Niagara Is correct, wonld 
require a thousand weeks' time for that 
mighty torrent to fill the canyon. 

Twenty mountains the size of Mount 
Washington could be placed In the canyon 
bed, allowing a base for each of ten miles 
In diameter, and as many more could be 
Inverted to All the space to the level of 
the plateau. As one stands upon the rim 
and looks out st the numerous well de. 
fined strata of limestone through which 
the canyon has been cut, It seems like 
looking back on Eternity, or, at least, as 
near that as the human mind can fathom. 
These separate strata bear the fossil re- 
mains of marine life showing clearly that 
It was formed beneath the ocean. Then 
It was slowly lifted up and became the 
base for soli and organic life and then 
again sunk for ages beneath the ocean 
while another strata of sandstone was 
formed, which in its turn was lifted to 
form dry land. Beneath these numerous 
strata the river has cut through the grau- 
ite and still beneath that, Into the trap rock. 

After all of this slow process of up- 
building, began that of cutting out the 
canyon, which has undoubtedly been done 
by the action of the water and disintegra- 
tian by the air. It cannot be doubted that 
in the ages long past a greater volume of 
water flowed here than at present. 

A party Is taken down every day by th L . 
Bright Angel Trail to the river. Such n 
party numbering about twenty was pre- 
paring to start on the trip just as \ve 
arrived. The descent is made on mules, 
and though it means a strenuous day’s 
work it is made in safety under the di- 
rection of an experienced guide. 

As my stay was confined to one day I 
thought it better to do my exploring along 
the rim. I took the coach trip of about 
seven miles down what is known as the 
Hermit’s Kim ltoad, stopping at several 
points of interest along the way. At one 
point where the river was in view 1 asked 
the guide its distance from us. He said 
two miles aud it was two hundred feet in 
width. It looked as though a withy man 
mighty jump across it. At a point about 
two miles farther on there is another 
view of the river where it runs diagonally 
away from the riin and is in sight for 
about three miles of its course. 

At one of our stopping places I saw one 
of the woman of the party stand within 
three feet of the edge of the cliff. I asked 
the guide if people never went over In 
taking such foolish chances, lie replied, 
“Yes, one goes over once in a while, but 
you don’t hear much about it.” We saw 
a bird sculing about far below us. It ap- 
peared about the size of a swallow. The 
guide said it w as a turkey buzzard. The 
buzzurd has a spread of wings of about 
six feet. The drive terminates at a sort 
of stone ravine called the Hermit's Rest, 
w here light refreshments are served with 
out added cost. The return trip was made 
without stop ami we arrived at the hotel 
about two o’clock. 

They tell you that one cannot realize 
the depth of the canyon without taking 
the trip down the trail. 1 talked with 
those w ho had been (low u and all said this 
was the case. Iu the summer it is very 
hot iu the bottom of the canyou and it is 
not uncommon for some of those making 
the descent to lie overcome by the heal- 
There Is never snow at auy considerable 
depth . Parties are taken down at all sea- 
sons of the year. 

There Is a fascination in watching the 
changing lights and shades that are cen- 
1 stantly taking place with the progress of 
tiie sun. The dark shades begin to form 
! in the bottom of the canyon long before 
the sun sets on the plateau. There is a 
stone parallel aloug the rlui, In frout of 
the hotel with benches at couveuieLt 
points of observation. 

I seated myself on one of these at about 
four iu the afternoon to watch the 
great gulf begin to till with darkness. 
From the point w here I was sitting nearly 
three miles of the Bright Augel trail is iu 
view, looking no wider than a foot path 
aud luuulug nearly at right augles from 
the rim at a descending grade. The trail 
first comes Into view around a promon- 
tory about a mile from the rim At least, 
it was said to be that distance, though it 
was hard to realize it. About three 
miles from my polut of observation is 
w bat is know n as the Half Way house, 
where parlies stop for lest aud refresh, 
incut . This shows only as a dim white 
patch, about a foot and a half square. 

A young man was seated near me with 
whom 1 got into conversation As we 
were lookiug dow u upou the trail iu the 
gathering shades, my couipaniuu said, “I 
can see t w o men cuming up the trail, w hat 
looks to be three or four rods from where 
It goes out of view .” 1 could see uothiug 

moving aud told him so He said, “1 cau 
see them ail light, but am not sure but that 
one of these is a w ouiau " 1 had a pair 

of field glasses with me which 1 focussed 
upon the point aud saw clearly two ineu i 
apparautly about four or five inches tall 
w alkiug up the trail.

Laws of Massachusetts 






Sec. 128. The owner ur keeper of a dog which 
is three months old nr over, shall annually, on or 
before tiie thirty-first day of March, cause it to be 
registered, nun bered, described and licensed for 
one >ear from the first day of April following, in 
the office of the clerk of the city or town in which 
said dog is kept. Tiie ow ner ur keejier of a licensed 
dog shall cause it to wear around its neck a collar 
distinctly marked witli its owner’s tame and its 
registered number. 

See. 1 29. The owner or keeper of a dog may at 
any time have it licensed until Ihe first day April 
following; and a person who becomes tiie owner or 
keeper ol a dog alter tiie first day of April, which 
is nut duly licensed, and the owner or keeper of a 
dog not duly licensed which becomes three months 
obi after the thirty-first day of Match in any year 
shall, when it is three months old, cause it to be 
regi-lcred, numbered, desciibed, licensed and col- 
lared as provided in the preceding section.

OLD TIME SHIP BUILDER DEAD. 

J. E. Taylor Pusses Away at Age of 
82 Years. 

Justin E. Taylor, one ol the old time 
builders of clipper ships, died Marcli 
12 at the home of his daughter in 
Abington, at tlic age of 82. 

He was born in Medford, being the 
eldest son of John and Eliza (James) 
Taylor. His education was obtained 
in the public schools of Medford. As 
for generations, his ancestors hud 
been engaged in shipbuilding, it was 
not surprising that his desires led 
him in the same direction. He en- 
tered the yard of his father, on the 
Mystic River in Medford, and the two 
were associated in shipbuilding, first 
in Medford, and later in Chelsea, and 
East Boston, until bis father retired 


Panay. His vessels were buitl from 
models of his own design, and were 
used mainly in the East India trade. 
He retired from business in 1893, and 
removed to Weymouth Heights, where 
his declining years were spent. 

In 1838 he married Jennie M. Mel- 
colm of Chelsea, who died three years 
ago, their married life extending over 
a period of nearly fifty-five years. 

He is survived by two sons and 
four daughters, also two sisters and 
one brother.

During tho winter of 1014, being In 
Fnglnnd mul desiring to see something 
of the pan-European war, 1 crossed 
the channel to Flanders. Hut when

During the day 
there was always Imomlng on Iho land 
north and south of me, and sometimes 
it came fnlntly from the east.

1 knew that out there 
many a merchant crew was sailing In 
danger of being sent to tho bottom of 
the cold, black waters. Many n sub- 
marine crew was dreading lest their 
vessel become entangled In the enor- 
mous wire nets laid by the British 
trawlers to trap them. 

One evening when there was a misty 
moonlight I was tempted to go out and 
walk on the bench. 1 was 1 warmly 
clothed and enjoyed the Icy air that 
blew against my checks. So enjoyable 
was my jaunt to me that 1 walked for 
an hour toward the north, then was 
about to turn and retrace my steps 
when 1 saw something denser than the 
surrounding atmosphere n short dis- 
tance ahead of me. 

I stood watching it. A thin cloud 
that had covered the moon passed from 
it face, giving n slight, increase of light 
and revealed wlmt seemed to me to be 
a knot of men huddled together. 1 
had once seen a ship at sea about to 
founder, and these shadowy beings re- 
minded me of its crew standing togeth- 
er about a mast, doubtless gaining some 
slight comfort from one another while 
waiting for the fatal plunge. 

Curiosity led me to approach what I 
saw, anil I walked forward. But 
somehow I got. no nearer to them, 
though they gradually became less In- 
distinct. for by keeping my eyes fixed 
upon them they became Individuals, 
(hough confused with one another.

In town meeting t he town voted to buy a 
piece of land for a sum of moi ey which I 
we are told this week is too high and thus 
the vote is said to be directly against t he 
law In regard to t he purchasing of laud 
for public buildings, passed only last year, 
The farce of the vote at the town meeting 
becomes more and more nppurcut each 
day, as one remembers the vote passed 
“authorizing Town Counsel A. 1*. Wor- 
then to get an act passed through the 
legislature, if necessary, to legalize the I 
purchasing of the laud" as the towu voted. j 
We send representativi s to the House, { 
we elect senators aud have a governor to 
make law s for the best of the towns aud 
cities, ami within one year ufler the law 
is passed, Weymouth, all by itself, appar- 
ently, is In favor of “bucking” tills new 
jaw for its own convenience. Such ac- 
tion as this is folly— aud many a man in 
the tow n meeting on Monday, March C, 
knew It was folly to pass such a vote. 

One man at the meeting said, “there 
were more lawyers in the town of Wey- 
mouth than any other town lie knew of 
for Its size,” and yet only one, or possibly 
two, had the courage to get up on the 
floor of town meeting aud tell those who 
didn’t know the law, that the vote was il- 
legal. Town Counsel Wortheu staled his 
side of the question by reading the laws 
governing the case, but the vote went 
through just the same. What did the 
people lliiuk — that the law didn't cover 
Weymouth oi could be cast aside, or 
what? Auyway, from all appearances 
aud from statements heard about tow u, it 
will be necessary to have a special town 
meetiug soou to take up the question of 
the Ward 5 school house lot location for 
further settlement 

Monday of tiiis week the towu was 
agaiu put up for a quiet smile from other 
tow us arouud, all because three at least 
of the election officers lu precinct 3 were 
evidently so used to the job that careful 
atleuliou was not necessary, or were 
rather forgetful, aud let six women vote 
on meu's ballots Witli the womeu'a bal- 
lots prluted ou green paper snd ouly about 
one third as large as the men's while bal- 
lots, the slip w us hardly a credit to auy 
of the officers who were concerned in the 
haudllng, during the voting, of the several 
hundred ballots durlug the days's work. 

Such occurrences as the above are be- 
cotutug altogether loo frequeut for the 
uplift aud development of the towu 
1/ets w ake up— take counsel from those 
who kuow more of the law than most of 
u» aud regard their opinions with the 
proper w eight aud let our election officials 
profit by the Ward 3 episode ou Monday 
and put tlieir minds on their work the

ON THE FARM 

Subscribe (or this paper. This cohma 
alone is worth more than $2.00 a 
year if yon have a garden or keep 
n horse, cow, pigs or kens. 

The average yearly yield of the 
farm flock Is about seventy eggs for 
each hen. This is the finding of the 
Department of Agriculture at Wash- 
ington. 

For a family orchard a lnrge num- 
ber or varieties is needed in order to 
secure a supply all through tlio year 
nnd for all purposes. 

It Isn’t n matter of a particular 
breed. There are a dozen breeds of 
fowls that can be depended upon for 
the high economic values if rightly 
handled. 

It is a mistake to wait until the last 
minute before preparing for the work 
of the year. A day spent in looking 
over the tools now may save time 
when days are precious. 

All Rhode Island Reds, If standard 
bred, are exactly alike In every re- 
spect excepting the comb, which on 
one variety is a rose comb and on 
the other a single comb. 

It is a mistake to let the fruit tree 
agent select varieties for you, even 
if he is honest. Observe the kinds 
that do well In your vicinity and take 
them. 

One American lien, has shown us 
that there is as great economic value 
in her as can ho found, weight for 
weight, in any animal in the world. 

Early in the spring is when the 
new strawberry beds should lie made, 
and those who contemplate having 
them can not prepare the ground too 
soon. It is a fact that hut few fann- 
ers, comparatively, know how to grow 
strawberries. 

Everyone knows the gray poultry 
mite which takes on a distinct red- 
dish cast after the meal of blood. It 
Is commonest in dark, damp, dirty 
poultry houses where it thrives up- 
on flltli. 

In planning the orchard give the 
trees plenty of room. Better have the 
trees a little too far apart than to 
have them crowded. Bunch varieties ; 
that is, plant all of one variety close 
together rather than scatter early, 
medium and late varieties promis- 
cuously through the orchard. 

New England has long been known 
as a center of poultry production. It 
Is famous for the quality of market 
poultry and eggs produced. It has 
the largest number of breeders of 
standard bred poultry, and more 
poultry exhibitions arc held than in 
any other section of the Union. 

* Barley is not extensively grown, yet 
It is a superior stock food and will 
grow on soils tliat will not produce 
' wheat. In England hogs are fattened 
on barley, and the meat contains 
more lean than that produced from 


Home-grown seed that has been 
well cared for, even though it was not 
thoroughly mature, is almost certain 
to give better results than imported 
seed. By home-grown seed is meant 
seed grown on the farm, or in the 
same country, or where the same 
general conditions affected the crop. 

Is it not true that the New England 
farmer, with his close proximity to 
great markets, with his admirable 
highways and his numerous railway 
and trolley lines, with a large addi- 
tion to the consuming population dur- 
ing the Summer season, when truck 
crops are produced. Is exceedingly 
fortunately circumstanced and that 
if he will avail himself of his oppor- 
tunities lie may more than hold his 
own in the agricultural world?

I maintain, if we raise 
them from the potatoes only, the time 
will come, sooner or later, that they 
will decay, rot, and Anally become 
e>tiuct; and that the only way to pre- 
vent such an issue is to reproduce 
them from the seeds in the halls at 
stated periods.

and losses entailed to insignificant 
figures. First, an ample number of 
nests is, of course, necessary, but an 
ample number means no more. than, 
and probably not as many as, are

Hew He Ear-'.ed It and the Elation It 
Brought With It. 

When he was about eighteen yenrs 
tld Abraham Lincoln, who. ns he said, 
belonged to the "scrubs," people who 
owned no slaves mid not much of any- 
thing else, built a raft to catTy some 
prod u e down tile river to sell. 

While lie was looking at llie work of 
Ills hands and wondering If lie could 
better It two men came down to the 
shore nnd. looking over the several 
small craft then*, picked out Lincoln's 
small boat ai.il asked If lie could take 
them nnd their trunks out to the Idg 
Rtenms’.ilp turning down the river, 
there being no wharves In Hint locality. 

Lincoln sculled them out Into the 
river nnd put them nnd their trunks 
nhonrd the steamship at the last min- 
ute, reminding them Hint they had for- 
gotten to pay him. Each man then 
threw him a silver half dollar. 

"I could scarcely believe my eyes," 
said Lincoln In relating the occurrence. 
“You may think It was n very little 
thing, anil In these days It seems to me j 
a trifle, hut It was a most Important 
Incident In my life. I could scarcely 
credit It that I, a |>oor hoy, liad earned 
a dollar In less than a day; that by 
honest work I 1 ad earned a dollar. 
The world seemed wider and fairer be- 
fore me. I was a more hopeful and 
confident being from that time." — New 
York Herald. 

DIVORCE IN EGYPT. 

Ninety Out of Every Hundred Matinge 
There End Disastrously. 

There is one country in the world, 
at least, where divorce is more fre- 
quent tlmn in the United States. In 
Egypt 1M) per cent of marriages end In 
divorce, says Elizabeth Cooper In her 
book, “The Ilnrlm nnd Hu* Purdah," 
and it has been observed that two peo- 
ple who live to old age together with- 
out one of them having been divorced 
are rarely found. 

Divorce can he had for Ineompata- ' 
bllity by mutual consent, Mrs. Cooper 
says, without recourse to the courts, 
but If the wife wishes to he free and 
the husband will not permit It the wo- 
man may go before a judge and state 
her case, and if lier charges are proved 
she will he granted her petition. Often 
n woman will return lier dower or 
agree to forfeit the part not yet paid, 
and in mail}’ cases the wife makes a 
money payment to the avaricious hus- 
band in return for her liberty. 

Divorce Is easier for the Egyptian 
husband than for the wife, according 
to Mrs. Cooper, and following a di-“ 
vorcc the woman Is commanded to re- 
main single three months, while the ' 
man may remarry immediately. 

How We Get Our Cannod Fish. 

The fishing parties usually stay out 
from ten days to three weeks. They 
carry Ice with them, and the moment 
the fish are taken from the hooks they 
are cleaned mul put In the Ice and 
kept there until they reneh the cold 
storage plant. They are washed as 
soon as they are landed and shipped 
In cold storage curs direct to tile mar- 
kets, or they may he kept for some 
time before shipping. 

The next step Is to dip each tisli four 
or five times in fresh water until it 
becomes entirely incused in a thin 
sheet of clear ice. It can then he held 
in cold storage at a temperature of 4 
degrees below freezing until it is need- 
ed for export. The fish get a fresli j 
coating of ice before they are shipped. 
They are then wrapped separately in 
vegetable parchment paper nml nre j 
packed in paper lined boxes of .’575 
pounds capacity and sent eastward In 
the cold storage trains.— Christian Her- 
ald. 

Thu Medieval Kitchen. 

It was the middle ages before the 
kitchen had been raised to the dignity 
of an established apartment. Strange 
doings went on in those medieval 
kitchens. Butchers slaughtered mil- ! 
mills there, which were skinned anil 
dressed as well as cooked iu the kitch- 
en. The family blacksmith kept his 
lire there and repaired the plows and 
wheels of the estate, t'o.-il began to he 
used as a kitchen fuel In 121.', though 
not generally for 2 <ki years after. The 
oven did not come into use until the ' 
year 1400, and then it was the old 
fashioned brick oven, which persisted 
for hundreds of years. The stove when 
invented took the place of tlu* separate 
oven anil the fireplace, with its hang- 
ing pots.

ON THE FARM 

Subscribe for this paper. This column 
alone is worth more than $2.00 a 
year if you have a garden or keep 

a horse, cow, pigs or hens. 

I f tin* grape vines were not cut baik 
during the fall ami winter, don't wait uiitl 1 
the sap starts. Do It now. 

Hubbiug dry after heavy exercise or 
hard work, which causes the atdinal to 
perspire freely, is a luxury that few farm 
horses ever enjoy. 

Upon placing a male witli hens which 
have not hu I a male with the n, the eggs 
become fertile in about three days and re. 
main fertile for llfleen to twenty ilats 
after the male has been removed. 

The cheapest way of gettiug started in 
the business of breeding line poultry is to 
buy eggs and hatch them. Ten or a dozen 
chicks are often produced from u sitting 
of eggs, which may he purchased for less 
than the cost of a single Hrsl-class fowl 

Person, are healthier, happier and more 
elllcleul and better in every way if they 
are clean. So it is w itli domestic animals 
They aie belter and become more profit- 
able if they are kept clean and have clean 
houses to live iu and clean feeds to eat 

In doing small carpenter aud repair jobs 
about the farm a lot of time is lost iu 
burning up mislaid tools, collecting ma- 
terials and the like It is quite easy to 
make a portable repair shop In which all 
kinds of tools, nails, bolts, uuts, washers, 
wire and innumerable other things are 
kept. 

Where there are very small children iu 
the family, a separate small plot should 
be set aside for their play gardens. If 
they have their ow n vegetables which they 
are free to pull up, examiue, or treat as 
they like, they are less liable to conduct 
their juvenile hotauical experiments iu 
the garden which i* bciug grown for 
serious purposes. 

The protit from gardening, however, 
comes uol alone from the vegetables tba, 
are produced. The healthy outdoor recre- 
ation 'and exercise aud the educational 
\alue of a garden iu training children 
manually, and iu inculcating in them habits 
I of order and industry must not be ov»r- 
looke 1. 

The great hotbeds of weeds iu a com- 
munity is the roadside. The number of 
weeds grown along the roads, aud which 


are permitted to scatter their seeds far 
and wide, is enormous. The duty of des- 
trooyiug these weeds seems to be that of 
the farmer, but be will not work on the 
out side of his fence bs long as lie is busy 
on the other side. Money spent by the 
town in destroying weeds and caterpillar 
tents is money well spent. 

(’lathing roses should not lie pruned at 
this time except for the removal of sur- 
plus or interfering branches. Every bit 
of wood removed now reduces the amount 
of bloom the plant will bear during the 
coming season. Hoses used In border 
planting should be treated iu exactly that 
! same way as other shrubs, except that 
■ many of these species w ill be Improved by 
I having all their old wood cut away once 
j in every live or six years. 

A little care given to the pruning of 
ornamental trees aud shrubs during the 
early part of April w ill do much to cou- 
i uol their growing aud (lowering habits 
and enable the home owner to have well- 
formed plants and well-trained hedges or 
boundary plantings. The pruning of or- 
namental trees and shrubs is, in fact, one 
of ihc llrst dnti s that may protltalily be 
j performed iu the home garden. The am- 
ateur, however, should not make a ruth- 
less assault with shears or priming knife 
upon everything in his yard. 

“l'lau your back-yard garden ou paper 
1 in advance" is the advice of the vegetable 
garden specialists of the department. A 
, little Indoor gardening of this sort will 
| euable you to have fresh vegetables 
throughout the seas hi aud will make the 
same ground, with little extra labor and 
expense, yield two or throe crops iustead 
of the single crop commonly raised in 
small gardaus. Where two or three crops 
are grown instead of oue, a comparative- 
ly small gaideii will supply the average 
family with fresh vegetables all seasou. 

Don’t ruu the farm ou the oue crop sys- 
tem. 

First Because the system depends upon 
market and crop conditions of the oue 
crop alone. Failure of crop or failure of 
market alike tiring serious disaster. 

Second. Because it does not provide 
for tiie maiutenauce of soil fertility. 

Third. Because it fails to provide for a 
sufficient live-stock industry to consume 
the waste products of the farm and make 
its w aste lauds productive.

How Plants Remain Upright. 

If 11 flowerpot Is laid on It.s side the 
stulk of the plant growing in It gradu- 
ally curves upward until It resumes 
the vertical position. This Is called 
geotropie curvature, and tile question 
is by what means the plunt is stimu- 
lated to change Its direction of growth. 
One theory avers that movable starch 
grains In the plant cells fall to the 
lower side as the jiosition is changed 
and by their pressure Influence the 
mechanism of growth.

Travel Sketch. 

Mv dear Brother: 

In mv last letter I endeavored 1o con- 
vey aome Idea of the Colorado Canyon. 
It seems little short of preaumptlon for 
me or any one to undertake auch a taak 
after a one day visit, hut I did the beat I 
could with the opportunity I had to view 
it. 

You or aome one contemplating the trip 
to California, may ask,— "la It worth 
while to spend one's time and money to 
aec the Grand Canyon?" To such an In- 
quiry 1 would reply, “It depends on von.” 
If you ate like a man I saw at Niagara, I 
would say, "Don’t do it.” This man ap- 
proached the platform at the American 
Falls where many people were for the 
first time taking In the wonders of the 
falls, and some of them going Into ecsta- 
cies over them, and aftei casually looking 
over them for a minute as he might have 
looked over a brush pasture, remarked, 
“Well, I don’t see anything so very won- 
derful, It’s only some w ater running down 
there.” 

To any one to whom the sublime in na- 
ture appeals I would say, if you can ever 
make It possible to visit the canyon, by all 
means, do so. 

I resumed my route on the male line at 
Williams about noon, August fourth, and 
was soon again passing over the sage 
brush plains, relieved here and there by a 
distant mouutaln or by passing over a dry 
arroyo. Along In the afternoon a moun- 
tain range appeared In the distance on 
either side of the track. After a while It 
was noticeable that the two ranges were 
converging toward a point In front of ns. 
About an hour after the mountains became 
noticeable it was evident we were fast ap- 
proaching the angle where the two ranges 
came together and it looked as though 
our way was to be blocked; but soon an 
opening appeared through which we 
passed In safely and again the great plain 
spread out before us with other mountains 
in the distance. 

So through plains and around mountains 
we sped through the afternoon, with here 
and there a mining hamlet or a watering 
station. The first hundred miles was 
over the comparatively level plateau aud 
then began a gradual down grade which 
continued until we crossed the Colorado 
about sunset aud were In California. We 
had descended about four thousand feet, 
though most of the way the descent had 
been so gradual as to be hardly noticeable. 
The river hail untangled itself from the 
intricacies of the canyon some fifty miles 
back and here (Towed a broad, muddy aDd 
apparently shallow stream. From the 
Gulf of Califronla to this point It is navi 
gable by river boats. 

About fifty miles back from the liver 
the character of the vegetation hegau to 
change. A low growth of the tree yucca 
began to appear, at first not more than 
two feet high, but dwarfed and stunted 
and looking as though it might be a cen- 
tury old. It looks like our scrub cedar. 
It Is called the tree yucca to distisgulsh it 
from another desert plant known as the 
yucca, or better known to us as the Span- 
ish bayonet. This tree gradually increases 
in size as we approach the river valley, 
attaining there a height of twelve or four- 
teen feet, but still bearing its characteris- 
tic marks of extreme age. 

We cross the river on the great canti- 
lever bridge w hose main span is six hun- 
dred and sixty feet and the cantilever 
arms each one hundred and slxty-flve feet 
and are soon In the town of Needles— if it 
may be designated as a town. The name 
is derived from the picturesque obelisks 
which remain standing where the river 
has through the ages worn the rock from 
around them and they remain as mute 
witnesses of Us restless energy and of 
the almost limitless elapse of time repre- 
sented by the changes they have seen. 

Here, upon the arrival of the train, a 
number of women of the Mojave tribe 
were on hand to sell their trinkets to llie 
tourists. Borne of them looked as though 
they were a hundred years of age. The 
remuauts of this once powerful and war- 
like tribe appear to be now beggarly 
haugejs-ou to civilization. 

The Santa Fc has hure erected one of 
its commodious station hotels where goed 
meals are served to travelers at reasonable 
rales. DuriDg the afteruoou aud even- 
ing of this day the weather was the hot- 
test of any which I encountered ou my 
whole trip. It became cooler about uiue 
o'clock aud the night journey across the 
Mojave desert was made in comfort and 
safety. I could hardly believe when 
morning dawued that we had passed over 
in comfort about two hundred miles of 
the most dreaded section of territory 
w hich the early pioneers had to encounter 
iu their overland journey aud where mauy 
of them left their bones. I was told by a 
man who was well acquainted w ith the 
country that it only awaits the introduc- 
tion of water to make it as productive as 
that w bicli has already been redeemed 
from tiie dust by this ageucy. 

During the night we had passed the 
railroad junction of Ludlow, a point of 
interest a- being the place where the 
bruuch road commences w hich ruus to the 
Death Valley iu Nevada, from whence the 
| “twenty mule borax teams’’ used to 
freight that product, w bicb is now handled 
by the railroad. About eight o'clock iu 
the muruiug we pa>sed a poiut where 
they were ju-t finishing cleaning up what 
was left of a train which had been burned 
the previous evening An oil car ou a 
sidiug at a higher level than the main 
track had got loose and rushed down, 
striking the engine of the passeuger train 
and wrecking it. The whole train was 
soon in dame.- and nothing but the iron 
I was left when we arrived at the point. 


Three lives were lost and a considerable 
number were more or less seriously In- 
jured. The Los Angeles papers did not 
make so much of the event as our papers 
are accustomed to do in like circumstances 
No big bead lines and a few inches only 
of space devoted to It. 

To show that the perils of the desert 
are not altogether a thing bf the past ; the 
papers had an account of two young men 
who went out upon It in an auto and run- 
ning out of water were unable to get 
bark. One of them pel Mied an 1 I lie other 
when found, was so near the point of 
death that Ids life was barely saved. 

We now began to see occasional orange 
plantations but not until we arrived in the 
vicinity of San Bcrnardln* did we en- 
counter them on any large scale. Here, 
the desert indeed began to blossom like 
the rose and orange groves were sei n In 
all directions. Also ornamental trees; 
blue u ii ml), acacia and the pepper tree 
seemed to thrive spontanc msly and are 
among the ornamental trees seen every- 
where in California, at least as far north 
as my journey took me. 

One does not have to be long in Cali- 
fornia however, to learn that orange grow- 
ing is something of exact science, not to 
be embarked in by one who lias no 
knowledge of the business unless lie has 
money lie Is ready to sink in learning it. 
The preparing of the ground ri quires a 
heavy outlay, the water costs live dollars 
a month per acre, annual fertilizing Is 
necessary, then the trees must be fumi- 
gated every year and sprayed as occasion 
requires. In fact, it seems In the grow- 
ing of oranges, that eternal vigi’ance is 
the price of the paying crop. 

Our route did not. take us by w ay of 
Kedlands or Riverside, both of which I 
would like to have seen, but direct to Los 
Angeles, where we arrived in due time 
and hade farewell to the I’ullman trains 
in which I had crossed the continent and 
took the train of day coaches for San 
Diego hotel, a million dollar, reinforced 
concrete editlce, (Ire proof and recently 
built in the down town district by John D. 
Spreckles. 

I now began to realize that I was a long 
long way from Weymouth. There had 
been pleasant acquaintances made all of 
way upon the trains, but these hail all 
been left. 

It is rather a queer sensation to feel 
that you are for the first time three thous- 
and miles from home aud frieuds and not 
a person In the city whom you kuow. It 
was, however, not quite as bad as that 
with me. There was one friend whose 
acquaintances I had made on the train and 
from whom I had parted at Williams, 
whose home was here. About seven 
o’clock In the evening this friend called 
with his wife at the hotel and took me in 
his auto for a ride about the city. Not- 
withstanding it was in the evening I en- 
joyed the trip much. 

We ran out to a plateau beyond the ex- 
position grounds— all elevated plains are 
plateaus In California— where we could 
look down upon the brilliantly illuminated 
grounds with the thousands of electric 
lights forming a beautiful display afte r 
which we parked our machine and spen 1 
a very enjoyable hour with the crowd in- 
side- the grounds 

This friend has since written me that 
the San Diego exposition is to continue 
throngh the present year and will have 
most of the foreign exhibits which were 
in the San Francisco fair. 

I have a very pleasant recollection of 
Mr. and Mrs. Birdsall. May the blessing 
be theirs of whom It is written, “I was a 
stranger and ye look me In.” 

No one contemplating a trip to Cali- 
fornia during the year can alTord to leave 
San Diego out of their Itinerary. 

I thought to have written something In 
relation to the fair, but shall have to leave 
that for another letter.
